I have often bad to blush to hear 


girls use slang, or at least attempt to, 
catching up the 
bye-words of the 


street, and uting them as if they were 
the familiar speech of home. It showa 
first, that the person is not accom- 
plished in speech, and has a limited 
range of words, which does her no 
credit. The use of right words comes 
from the association with other minds, 
either in books or in society or home. 
A girl's mind can be judged by her 
choice of words, and that choice is 
influenced by her associates largely. 
But the great and overwhelming rea- 
son for the firl's not using slang is. 
that often, perhaps one should say 
generally, slang originates in some 
anecdote, oftentimes exceedingly vul- 
gar, and of evil intent I have heard 
girls use slang phrases, that if a 
stranger beard, he would conclude that 
they were familiar with obscene and 
vile stories, so vile that gentlemen 
would not repeat them to each other. 
Yet they had heard men use these ex- 
pressions, and bad used them them- 
selves, entirely unconscious of their 
meaning. They would have shrunk 
'back with horror from the use of such 
words, if they had known in what they 
originated. The language of concert 
halls, saloons and low resorts, of the 
vilest places oftentimes filters into the 
public speech, and is taken up by the 
press, and girls are apt to adopt these 
expressions, when, if they knew the 
origin of them, they would not for the 
world make use of them. Good, clean, 
clear, wholesome English, as musical 
as Irving and Goldsmith and Addison 
could write, is the proper language of 
girls, and whenever they use slang to 
brighten language with, they tread on 
dangerous 
ground. I once heard a 


pretty girl, as good as she was pretty, 
use some slang phrases, very much in 
vogue with certain 
people, at that 


time. After she had stepped aside, a 
young man said to another: 
"Is it 


possible that she has the slightest 
comprehension of the origin 
of the 


words she has been using?" The oth- 
er said: "I know she has not, she 13 
a clean-minded girl, and will be shock- 
ed if she were told that she was using 
the familiar talk of places of low re- 
Bort." Suppose there had been no 
kind friend to thus apologize for her. 
Girls, don't use slang.

Gen. Luna was disliked by the army 
South for his fierc* outbursts of tem- 
per and also as an avowed enemy of 
Aguinaldo and other Filipino generals. 
His death would make the uuity of the 
Filipino army possible. 


Many hungry Filipinos were fed at 


Parauaque and Las Pinas. The first 
issue of rations consisted of rice and 
canned roast beef. Some of the beef 
issued is said to have been iu bad con- 
dition. 


It Was Known in Washington. 


Washington, Jun* 19.—The fact that 


looting has been going on in the Phil- 
ippines has been known at the War 
Department for some time. 


Several officers were court-martialed 


for the looting at Iloilo, but all were 
acquitted by the courts. 


A prominent 
naval 
officer writes 


home that the sailors and soldiers who 
captured Iloilo not only looted jewelry 
and other stores, but went Into private 
houses and carried off pianos and or- 
gans. 


"Every regiment now has a piano 


or organ," he says, "and the sailors 
were equally fortunate in their quest." 


Gen. Otis has issued stringent orders 


against looting, but they are not re- 
spected. An officer of the regular ser- 
vice who permits-liis men to loot is 
Immediately court-martialed, and if 
found guilty is liable to dismissal. The

ANOTHER FURIOUS STORM. 


Winona County Minn., Again Swept 


By a Pestructive Cyclone. 


Winona, Mine., June 19.—For the 


third time during the present month a 
disafetrious tornado has passed through 
difforfent' sections of Winona County, 
and as a result nearly a million dollars 
worth of damajre has teen done by the 
three storms. The last one visited the 
western portion of tbe county last 
night, and nothing but a path of de- 
vastation and ruin marks its course. 
Houses, barns and fences were carried 
nway. trees were uprooted, and for a 
distance extending nearly half way 
across the count}' the devastation is 
almost complete. 


A total of twenty-six people were 


more or less injured, but none of them 
fatally. At Fountain City several head 
of horses and twenty head of cattle 
were killed. The wind was accom- 
panied by art immense downpour of 
rain, and for about fifteen minutes hail 
fell iu such quantities as to completely 
cover the ground. Crops in the path of 
the cyclone and hall storm will be al- 
most a total loss.

STURGEON FISHING. 


Capturlnc Half-Ton Fiihe* I* No Plnhoolc 


Recreation. 


I saw a sturgeon in Victoria, on the 


cannery floor, says a writer in the To- 
ronto Globe, measuring twelve feet by 
the tape and weighing more than six 
hundred pounds. Any one wishing to 
deceive the public by aid of a prevari- 
cating camera should pose beside this 
twelve-foot fish. The men who skil- 
fully and laboriously reduced it to sec- 
tions with an axe said it was not an 
uncommon fish, though the biggest on 
the floor; that they often found them 
far larger and weighing as much aa 
twelve hundred pounds. 


Two men lifting a half-ton fish into 


their boat is the exciting feature of 
sturgeon fishing. The sturgeon, if not 
fastened in his thick hide, is apt to 
resent it. He shakes his head in em- 
phatic dissent; and a. head three feet 
long and as big as a log, when vigor- 
ously shaken by a half-ton body, is a 
thing to be avoided. The tail, too, is a 
source of danger, for it not only slaps 
with energy, but can cover a large sur- 
face with one application. 
The man 


new at the business Is apt to get hurt 
the first time he helpa to coax a. wrig- 
gling sturgeon of standard size over a 
gunwaje. 


On the floor of the cannery the stur- 


geon is a great inert mass of fish. The 
first operation of the butcher is to chop 
off the head and tail with an axe, and 
for these free gifts of nature the In- 
dians and Chinamen, are eagerly wait- 
ing at the door. The fins are cut off 
with a knife, and these are not allowed 
to go to waste. As the refuse is shov- 
elled along the planks to the 
river 


there is little allowed to pass the coast 
native and his cousin of the braided 
hair. Chinamen potter 
around the 


place and help to clear away the ref- 
use for the sake of what they 
can 


glean, and have a weakness for taking 
parts not intended for the river. When 
such Mongolian tricks are discovered 
the Chinamen are all driven out with 
more noise than ceremony, but they 
take their expulsion with Oriental in- 
difference, and in a few minutes are all 
back again.

Man.\ iou-i^uer» reside in this 
section, and tin- feeling of lawlessness 
is more rampant than m oilier locali- 
ties. 
About one hundred men gath- 


ered, armed \\ uh crowbars and im- 
mediately began tearing up the car 
s> witches. 


From there the crowd wont to Jen- 


nings and Ilolmdcu avenue*, where 
they tore up the turntable, which 
weighed fully a ton, and carried it to 
the dump at the foot of Jennings ave- 
nue. 
A busier wa-« placed at the Cen- 


tral Market, to blow when lie saw the 
south side car move up Ontario street. 
A second bugler was within hearing 
distance to take up the note. Other 
buglers were strung along the Central 
Viaduct and Jennings avenue to Clark 
avenue and to Pearl street. 


At this point two cars came along, 


and in the lirst car were Capt. llutch- 
inson. Lieutenants Fellmber and Yar- 
ner nnd fourteen policemen. 
In the 


second car were about thirty imported 
men and deputy sheriffs. 
When the 


cars reached the corner of Clark ave- 
nue and Peail street they were unable 
to proceed iurther. Several missiles 
were thrown, and the police began to 
use their clubs. The aggression of the 
police angered tho people, and a show- 
er of stones, eggs, etc., was aimed at 
cars and 
officers. 
The police then 


charged the crowd with tieir clubs, 
knocking men, women and children 
right and left. Dr. O. E. Ger'ge. who 
has an 
olHce in the vicinity, was 


struck, but not badly injured. Lena 
Greggs. eight years old. was hit by a 
policeman's club, as was the nine-year- 
old son of Councilman Melntyre. 


Several members of the crowd dis- 


played revolvers, and the outlook was 
very threatening for a time. When the 
police started after the retreating cars 
Edward Miller was found on the 
ground bathed in blood aud<fiucon«cious 
from a clubbing. In all. forty or fifty 
persons were clubbed by the police. 


Cleveland, June 
W.—The striking 


street car employes are preparing for 
a big demonstration this evening. I 
is expected that betwen 10,000 and 20,- 
000 union workmen will be in line. 
The object of the demonstration is to 
influence the City Co'jncil, and 100 
representatives of organized labor will 
be selected to attend the meeting of 
that body to request the passage of 
an ordinance introduced a week ago, 
which requires that all motormen shall 
have at least twenty days' experience 
in running cars in Cleveland before 
they am be employed there.

Lockwood's Statement; 


HE CRITICISES IT SEVERELY. 


The Independent Eel-Denes, He Positively 
as Claims Have &ea Forced Into 


Bankruptcy and SenritBde. 


Railroads Held Particularly Respon- 


sible For the Present Condition of 
Affairs—A Claim That tbe Penn=- 
yl\ania Trunk Line* Have P<ikJ 
$11,000,000 in Kebutes, 


Washington, June 19.—The Industrial

L. M. Lock wood, an oi! producer of , 
X»-l!r!lople. Pellu.. lu oppOsi'lOll TO the 
Standard Oil Trust. Mr. Lock wood de- 
clared tliat ihe trust had driven the 
independent ieiiuer.es iato bankruptcy 
and servitude and lie denounced the 
course pursued by it in severe terms. 
He held the raihvads especially re- 
sponsiblc for this toudition of affairb. 
Going back to ]S7^. he referred 
at 


length to a contract made by the trunk 
lines of Peunsylvayia with The South 
Improvement Company. Under this 
contract, he said, the freight rates on- 
oil were doubled, and one-half the 
amount collected ^yas paid back as a 
rebate—not only tlr.s. but the contract 
company received &. like rebate on the 
ihipmeuts of all other companies. This 
contract, he declared, had been secret- 
ly continued by the* railroads with the 
Standard Oil Company. He quoted A. 
J. Ca.ssatt, the new President -of the- 
1'enn-iyh ania Raihoad Company, as' 
te:r.tifyiug before the Inter-State Corn-- 
merce Commission to the effect that 
while the open rate to the. public was 
SI.90 a barrel, the r$re to the Standard 
OiF Company was 80 cents. Further 
investigation, said Mr. Lockwood, had 
developed the fact that the railroad 
companies actually received only 35 
cents. This condition of affairs had re- 
sulted for a time. a.< cording to the wit- 
ness, in giving the Standard Oil Com- 
pany n profit of 400 per cent, while 
the independent refineries were being 
rapidly driven into bankruptcy. 


Mr. Lockwood was free in his use 


of epithets, characterizing both the oil 
company and the railroad officials as 
highwaymen nnd brigands. 


"If you have got to be robbed." he 


exclaimed, ''it does not matter much 
•whether you are held up by Dick Tnr- 
pin with a pistol or John Rockefeller 
with a railroad; it "is robbery all .the 
same.'' 


He said that men who had care-fully 


analyzed the testimon5' given "before 
the Hepburn Commitcee estimated'that 
in sixteen months the five trunk lines1 
of Pennsylvania had paid the Standard_ 
Oil Company $11,000.000 in rebates.^ 
The railroad companies had. he said." 
completely ignored the orders of the 
Inter-Stille Commerce Commission to 
cease their discrimination in favor of 
the Standard Oil Company, simply re- 
sorting to the system of false billing. 


Speaking of the remedy for'the evil, 


Mr. Lockwood said it was in public 
ownership of the railroads, and it was 
not to be found in the courts—they were 
too &low and expensive. "The rail- 
roads and the oil company can razoo a 
man up and do^\u in. the courts for tea 
years," he said, "until he is ruined 
financially, and then go on with tbelr 
work, leaving their victim stranded. As 
a. reward the combines elevate their 
instruments to higher places politically. 
Tims it is that the thought of the corni 
mon people is gradually becoming fixed 
to the opinion that the great railway 
combines are gradually packing the 
Supreme Court* with men in sympathy 
with their monopolistic tendencies and 
who will do then- bidding. Thus the 
Inter-State commerce law 3s. rendered 
ineffective." 
The only safe plan, said Mr. Lock- 


wood, was to take the railroads out of 
the hands of the corporations and place 
thorn under control of the Government, 
so that one man could go to nja^ket as 
cheaply as every other man. He con- 
sidered all the railroads of the coun- 
try as practically one gigantic trust. 


Mr. Lockwood advocated the taking 


of the roads under the right'of eniinent 
domain, paying to the owners the 
actual value of their property.

Interesting Inventions. 


Carpets, rugs, etc., are kept in place 


on the floor by a 
perforated plate 


which has a number of sharp points set 
in its surface to hold the edges of the 
carpet after the plate is screwed down 
to the floor. 


A handy seam-ripping device is 


formed of a wire handle with the ends 
of the wire brought close together and 
rounded off, a sharp blade being set a 
short distance back of the points to 
sever the stitches as the tool is pushed 
along. 


In an improved collar button a two- 


part expansible shank is fastened on 
the flat head, with shoulders on the 
shank to hold a small slotted plate, 
which fastens the collar in place, a loop 
on the plate retaining the necktie to 
prevent its slipping over the top of the 
collar. 


Porcelain is to be used for monu- 


ments and tombstones, the stone being 
hollow and filled with concrete, after a 
tablet has been inserted in an open 
face on one side, having a flange cut 
around the edge to prevent removal 
from the outside. 


Kettles, saucepans, etc., are provided 


with covers closed at the bottom to 
prevent steam gathering inside 
the 


cover and scalding the hands when 
the cover is lifted, the steam passing 
around a flanged rim at the top of the 
kettle and out through a curved spout.

There are now a number 
of concerns, small but complete estab- 
lishments, devoted to this 
business, 


that supply everything a bootblack re- 
quires, and his requirements are great- 
er than they formerly were. 


At one place there are kept on hand 


sixty-five varieties cf shoe blacking or 
polish, for shoes of all kinds and col- 


ors, 
including blackings and polishes 


in boxes and 
bottles, and 
imported 


blackings as well as domestic, and wa- 
terproof blackings and oil. There are 
sold here cans for oil and for water; 
blacking pans, the small round pans 
made to hold a larger 
quantity of 


blacking than would be contained in a 
blacking box; brushes of all kinds, in- 
chiding daubers, dust 
brushes, and 


blacking brushes, whisk brooms and 
shoestrings of various kinds and col- 


ors. 


Some of these establishments send 


out supply wagons, which 
regularly 


make the rounds of their customers 
at bootblackmj? stands all over the city 
and supply their wants, whatever they 
may be, on the spot.

A-noiig the sailors of 
the Antilles, La M.ma is always call«-<l 
the Ifelauil of I'irat.-s, ami it is thought 
to conceal mysterious treasures. 


It is an immense chalky block, seven 


kilometres long aaJ four or live wide, 
roaring its summit. Hat as a table, to 
thirty or forty metres above- the .<ea. 
The waves, always agitated in these 
coasts, have shaped this block into a 
pedestal of pointed cliffs, and, except 
in two or three points, where narrow 
stretches of shore advance, the island 
is almost inaccessible. Ships are kept 
at a distance, as ujuch by the violence 
of the waves as l.y a chain of rocks 
which surround it, and where alone 
open a few passages for small vessels. 


At the southern point of the island 


an enormous rock seems miraculously 
suspended from the crest of a cliff. The 
sailors have named it "Caigo o no 
caigo," which means, "Shall I fall, or 
shull I Dot fall." In spite of its peril- 
ous position, tlje rock, in, .equilibrium 
has resisted for 'many ages the attacks 
of storms and waves. " 


But one of the most curious particu- 
lars of "this Island, so strange from 
many points of view, is that its chalky 
mass is throughout pierced by Immense 
caves, innumerable grottos, which ram- 
ify in all ways, and, having their en- 
trance under the face of the cliff, con- 
duct by sinuous passages to the very 
summit of the plateau. The grottos, 
inhabited by bands of seabirds, were 
but lately in part obstructed by guano, 
which has been nearly all taken away." 


The adventurer intrepid enough to 


engage himself in this 
formidable 


struggle soon finds himself arrested by 
two very unexpected obstacles; in ef- 
fect,, among the tangles of plants are 
hidden swarms of immense wasps, 
which, at the least rustling, precipitate 
themselves on the intruder, and can by 
their dau&cdous stings put his life in 
danger; again, if he escapes from these 
guardians of the jungle, he has to 
their dangerous stings piit his life in 
dwarf cactus, which in many places 
stud the earth,, and the pricks of 
which, without being as dangerous as 
those of the wasp, are very painful, 
nnd cause a high fever. 


One can understand that this rocky 


isle, so well defended by the forces of 
nature, may have offered a refuge to 
the daring filibusters, who have been 
{luring many centuries the terror of 
the Antilles. After having passed by 
secret passages in the belt of rocks, 
they sheltered their vessels in some in- 
tricacy of the 
cliff and established 


themsehes in these grottos which 
formed impregnable natural fortresses, 


There no one could reach them, 


and supposing that a daring assailant 
had succeeded in forcing an entrance 
to their haunt, the bandits would fly 
through the detours of tho inextricable 
labyrinth and would gain the impene- 
trable thicket of the upper plateau, 
where it would be impossible to track 
them. 


Some of these caverns in the vicinity 


of Cape Caigo present still the un- 
doubted traces of pirates. 
One of 


them called Cueva Nejra— Black Cave 
—from the thick coat of soot which 
covers its vault, is a vast chamber. 
around which spreads a network of 
other chambers and passages. 
The 


walls of this chamber are still craven 
with sinister designs, representing gal- 
lows supporting rows of bodies and 
above which are inscribed tlie names 
ot the victims, -names where are found 
represented all the nations among 
which these rascals recruited their 
band, atict vrhit-h are doubtless those 
of traitors or rebels executed by their 
< onipanions. unless they were the un- 
fortunate captives sacrificed by these 
wretches. Some cannon balls, still en- 
crusted in the walls of the cliff, near 
the entrance, also prove that the place 
was besieged, without doubt, by some 
war vessel sent in pursuit of the 
pirates. 


These grottos did not serve as places 


of refuge merely; the pirates used them 
as storehouses and kept in them the 
products of their captures. So, when 
nt the close of the last century, France 
and England bad succeeded in destroy- 
ing this breed, it was thought that the 
Island must contain some of the im- 
mense treasures which tho pirates hnd 
hidden there 
during 
many 
years. 


Searches were made, but the extent of 
the ciucrns to be gone over was so 
creat that no result was obtained. 
However, about forty years ago, an 
American, guided, it appears, by a 
mysterious document, landed on the 
island with a troop of negroes from 
San Domingo and succeeded in tin- 
earthing In one of the grottoes an iron 
box containing $120,000 in ancient 
gol(*en coins and jewels. 
Allured by 


this result, an American company was 
formed in 1S80 and undertook to search 
methodically while taking up the thick 
bed of gunno deposited by the seabirds 
on tho tloor of the grottoes; but out- 
side the precious guano no treasure 
was gained.

vised an electrolytic method of prepar- 
ing metallic parabolic reflectors, which 
are not only more durable, bin cheaper 
to construct and qu:te as efficient for 
ordinary purposes. As described in 
The EJectru-jan, a glass mold is prepar- 
ed. the convex si<ic of which is accu- 
rately shaped and polished to form a 
true parabolic or other reflecting sur- 
face. As the mold only requires shap- 
ing and polishing on one side, it is com- 
paratively cheap i-osn pared to a glass 
reflector, which has to be ground on 
both sides. On tbe curved surface a 
coating of metallJ.-, silver Is deposited. 
this being accoaipHshed chemically. 
Afterward this coiling Is polished. The 
mold thus prepared is immersed with a 
copper anode in an electrolyte of cop- 
per sulfate, and ro;aied at about fifteen 
revolutions a mir.ure in a horizontal 
position. The copper is electroplated 
on the silver, to which it adheres firm- 
ly, and is subsequently separated from 
the mold by plac.-I.ig the whole in wa- 
ter and gradually raising the tempera- 
ture to 120 deg. Fahrenheit, when the 
metal reflector will leave the mold on 
account of the uneuual expansion of the 
two metals. 
Thf« concave surface of 


the reflector thus obtained is an exact 
reproduction of the surface of the mold, 
and has the same brilliant polish, but 
it requires coating with a film of suit- 
able metal to 
prevent 
tarnishing. 


Either platinum or palladium is used, 
and the coating electro-deposited in the 
same manner as above described, using 
of 
course, suitable 
solutions 
and 


anodes. Salt water when thrown on 
such a. reflector, even when quite hot, 
does 'jiot tarnish the surface, the wa- 
ter being driven off as steam and the 
salt being easily removed with a wet 
cloth. Such a reflector recently tested 
at Portsmouth had a number of rifle 
bullets passed through it without sen- 
sibly affecting the beam of light thrown 
rom it. On -the e.ther hand, the first 
shot fired at the glass reflector shatter- 
ed it to pieces. With 
a palladium- 


'aced reflector the intensity of the light 
s found to remain practically constant, 
as little or no tarnishing takes place.

Very few families within a radius of 
thirty-five miles from the anthracite 
coal regions burn the old-time chest- 
nut coal in their kitchen ranges. They 
save $2 a ton and buy pea coal, which 
goes further than 
chestnut, because 


pea packs more compactly, and 
does 


not burn away so fast. There are coal 
dealers who say this is not so, but 
successful and experienced housewives 
say it is a fact. Pea coal for keeping 
a fire all night in the kitchen is just 
the thing. 


Bituminous coal is not used for do- 


mestic purposes generally, but the peo- 
ple are turning attention to it, right 
in the anthracite coal country here, 
because soft coal can be bought at §2 
a ton, delivered, and taere is more heat 
in a ton of soft coal than in two tons 
of buckwheat, or one and a half tons of 
good 
pea, which costs $3.50 a ton. 


Were it not for the smoke nuisance 
housekeepers would surely follow the 
manufacturers, stop using hard 
coal 


entirely and take up soft coal for the 
kitchen range and cellar heater. Those 
manufacturers who are using rice and 
buckwheat mix it with bituminous coal.

Electricity in the Philippines. 


Mr. L. D. Hilles of Yokohama, while 


in New York, and in a conversation 
with a representative of the Electrical 
Review gave a number of interesting 
facts about the Philippines. 


"Those islands should by all means 


remain in the possession of the United 
States," said Mr. Hilles. "Their com- 
mercial possibilities and 
native 
re- 


sources are almost unbounded. 
The 


sharpest competitors of the Americans 
'and the Englishmen there are the Ger- 
mans. 


"Our 
firm 
has installed a central 


electric lighting station 
in Manila, 


which supplies current for 12,000 in- 
candescent and 260 arc lights. ' The 
machinery is 
of American manufac- 


ture. I am now making large pur- 
chases of American steam and electri- 
cal apparatus to be installed in the far 
East, a part of which goes to Manila. 


"There are about 720 miles of tele- 


graph in the islands and only seventy 
miles of steam railway. Manila has a 
telephone system equipped with Eng- 
lish instruments. All electrical con- 
ductors are carried on overhead pole 
lines with porcelain insulators. There 
is also a horse railway in Manila which 
would have been changed over to a 
trolley road had not the war occurred. 
The concession for this road has al- 
ready been acquired. There is a won- 
derful chance for Americans in many 
industrial undertakings in the Phil- 
ippines, and I hope our government 
will hang on to them."
